pce RSLS : 
~ Few persons in thd mechanical world have not + 
heard of tho automata of the. famous Neuchatel 
mechanician of the cightoonth century, says 2, 
writer in the SeientificeA merican. Most pooplo 
would not know where to find outcmats of 


| Jaquet-Droz, They are said to he.in Russia, in 


England, and scattered here and there 
throughoat the world... But tho most romari- 
able of these masterpicoes are in the possoavion 
of Mr, Henri Martin, of Dresden, where they 
are thoadmiration of all those who happen te 
visit Dresden and ara able to examine them 
According to the ieformetion furnished by 
Mr, Martin, the automata are in good condition 
aud work as woll os at tho timo when Jaquot- 
Droz cxhibited:them to the sovereigns of 
Frafico, Spain, and xngland, though now they 
must be put in operation by hand. 

, One of this wonderful man’s clocks went, for 
avory long time without being rewound. This. 
kind of perpotual movoment was produced by 
different metals expanding and contracting at 
the samo temperatare, Another clock, without 
being touched, anawered-the question “ What 
time is it’ It must be prosumod. that the 
breath of the questioner was sufficient, by 4 
delicate combination, to put the mechanism in 
movement, . Still unother exhibited the hours. 
the minutes and the seconds, the centro of 
the dial indioating tha course of the sun 
through the zodiac, and the four seiscns, and 
tho vifforent phasos of the moon in porfect ac- 
cord with its evolution. The dial was lighted at 
the time of tho full moon, und the stars appoared 
and uisappeared at the required intervals, ‘This 
artificial firmament. was covered with clouds if 
the weather was unplens:int, or lighted if it was 
clear. As soon as'the hour was struck u chime 
was heard. It playrd nine different melodies, 
to which am echo respond.d. A lady seated in 
a balcony, holding » book in hor hand,‘accom- 
panied the music with gesture and look, from 
time to timo,took o pinch of snuff, and 
bowed to thoss who opened the giass-door 
of the clock. When the chiming was ondet 
a canary, standing on the band of a child 
whose. gestures expressed admiration, sang 
cight different airs. A shepherd came. tu his 
tuxu and played on the flute, and two childron 
danced around, Suddouly one of the children 


other lose his balanco, und thon turned towards 


his finger. Near the shepherd s lamb bleated 
from time to'time, aud a dog approached bis 
master to caress him. aud’ to watch over a 
basket of apples, If anyone touched tho fruit, 
he would bark ugtil it was pat back ia its place. 

Be presented one of his clooks to King 
Ferdinand VI. who was so delighted that he 
refunded tho expenses of tho journey and pnid 
in addition. 590 louis dor. Tho King. agsem- 
bled his conrtiors in ordoy to show thom his 
acquisition. Among the automutae was a clock 
with a shepherd playing ou his flute, and a dog 
guarding # basket of fruit. “Tho dog,” suid 
Jaquet-Droz is as faithful as he is well be- 
haved. ‘Let your Majesty: put-him to the’ 
proof by touching ono uf the fruits in the 
basket.” The King endeavoured to take an 
apple, but,the dog immediately threw himself 
on his hand, barking, so naturally tliat a hound 
present in the room responded with ‘all his 
strength, The courtiers thought that sorcery 
was at work, and fled provipitately, making the 
sign of the cross, Tho King and the Minister 
of Marine woro the only ones to remain. 

Three of these automata, whose perfection 
exceeded everything which hal evor been known 
in this class of work, are the Young Musican. 
tho Drougbtsman, and the Writer. A young 
woman, seated at tho harpsichord, executed 
several pieces of music with doxterity, without 
any person: touching the instrument. ‘The 
dmughtsman, seated on a stool, mudo drawings 
with a peneil, sketching them correctly and then 
skading them. From time to time he raised 
his hand to examine his work the better, 
corrected some defect, and blew the dust from 
the paper. Henri Lonis, having gone to 
Versailles, exhibited his sutomata to the 
King. Tho draughtsman, to the omaze- 
ment of the whole ‘court, sketched the 
portrait of the French-king with a laurel 
wreath on his head: J -quet-Droz went, over to 
England, be pleced tha draughtsman before the 
King,and soon the hands -of the outomaton 
wor actively at work, but thesurprise af those 
present was boundless when they Uebeld. not 
the imago of the King of Frauco, which thoy 
had expected, but that of tho English monarch. 
Of course, the ‘portraits were uot finished 
Productions, bnt presented a general 
resemblance. ; a 

Tho draughtsman of Jaquet-Droz was not 
however, the most rmarkable of: the works 
céeated by the inexhaustible genius of the artist. 
Let one judgo from the writer, seated before 
an isolated desk, without contact with any 
person, _ Ho would dip his pen in the inkstand

It ig needless to say that the 
writer performed only in the presence of 
Jaquet-Droz, which involves the idea of some 
action exercisad by thia artist. It bas beon 
supposed that he made uso of ‘A magnet 


concealed in his shoes or clothing, “This ides | , 


was suggestod by his habit of walking back and 
forth, aud turning sometimes to ono sido 
and sometimes to the other, while the 
automaton was writing; thus, perbaps, 
being able to attract the hook, towards 
the wheel with the nid of a magnet and cause 
itto return by the samo force, Tho lords of : 
the court endeavoured, by menus .of other 
wagneis of great power concealed ia their, 
clothing to distarb the working of the apparatus 
by their attitudes and movements, but in vain, 
Tho automaton wrote wilh the same accuraoy, 
The Writer is still is existence. It con-inues to 
write, provided tie hook and wheul are kept in 
netion by the hand, The motive forco used by 


the artist i n seevol, which, unfortunately, has 


been buried with him. 


AMONGST PARSEES. 


Amongst tho many ovidoncisof their vigorous 
communal life, if wa may omploy the expression 
none hus been more admirab-¢ than the manner 
in which the Parsevs have met the succossive 
vinitations of plague, writes thn Vines of India. 
Thoy-were amongst the first to recoguiso that 
this was pre-eminently an ocvasion for golf- 
help and ‘co-operation with the anthorilies, 
and they have cuntinued to act tipon 
those prineiplos up to the present time. Last 
yeur, we find from u modest report published 


‘by the PaiseesPunchayet, the fever hospital 


was opened daring tho epidemic season, ‘tho 
supplementary waid wes maintained at Frove 


Road. aud the Parsee. Ward at Modikhana, |~ 


health camps were established, monetary grants 
were mad» to the indigent members of the 
community, and a special disinfecting staf! was 
eaguged. In short, the leaders of tie commn- 
nity actively assisted the authorities in carrying 
éut tho puiliutive plague measures which 
have boyn. adopted jn recent: Yours. As 
for results, we find that,276 Pdrsees died of 


| plugue,- equal to 17.6 per ‘cent, of the, total 


mortality amongst tle members of the com- 
wauuity. Tho seakon is ust approaching when 
the ‘Trustees of the Parsee Pauchayot will have 
{o consider. what policy they will adopt in 
reyard to the plague epidemie which may have 
to be faced during the cold wocther: *Dr. 
‘Turner, the Health ¢ fiicer, has offectually dis- 
posed of the, beticf that the pallintive measares 
into which ws have drifted uta of any valne 
commensurate . with’ te expense and distarb- 
ance involved: Now is the tima therefore for 
tho Punchayet to soberly ‘cousider the lines of 
the new campsigu. The old pallintives are 
completely discredifed; as for tha measures 
that should take their place, we peed scarcely 
reiturate our conviction thut inceulation is the 
only preventive. of proved «fliciency in tho 
conditions which obtain in Bombay.’ In the 
Parsee community itself of the total mortality 
of 276: only 19 deaths were of persons who 
had boon inoculated. With this plain faot to 
guide them, us well as. the ovorwholming 
ovidence in support of inoculation, wo would 
most earnestly appoal to the Parsées to take the 
jead in this, a3 they have done in 80 many other 
branches of our civic life, and very seriously 
consider how far they are justified in neglecting 
the one proved prophylactio when every other 
expedient to counter plague hes miserably 
fuilod. ‘
